A Prize oF PENGUINS 


Dr. RicuHarp Gorpon MILLer, who performed extensive service with the U. S. 
Navy during the International Geophysical Year, presented the Department of 
Birds and Mammals with three specimens of Adélie penguins, the first to be 
added to the Academy’s collection, The three specimens, two in the flesh and 
one, a study skin, were secured at Cape Hallett, Victorialand, Antarctica. The 
frozen, in-the-flesh specimens share the Department’s deep-freeze with two 
other species of penguin, the Galapagos and the Peruvian. Dr. Miller’s gift also 
included four penguin eggs. 

Another gift of 105 study skins of the birds of Southern China was made to 
the Department by Dr. Robert C. Miller, Director of the Academy.

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November Announcement 


THe REGULAR NoveMBER MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will 
be held at 8:15 p.at., Wednesday, November 18, in the May Treat Morrison 
Auditorium. Dr. Robert I. Bowman, Assistant Professor of Zoology at San 
Francisco State College, will present a 16mm color film dealing with the 
Galapagos Islands entitled: 


“TREASURE IsLANDS OF SCIENCE” 

This excellent film was photographed during the course of two separate 
expeditions to the Galapagos, the first in 1952-53 when a detailed study of 
Darwin’s Finches was carried out, and second, in 1957, when Dr. Bowman was 
a member of the UNESCO-Galapagos reconnaissance whose objective was to 
determine the feasibility of a biological station in the Galapagos and to locate 
a suitable site. 

The first and shorter portion of the film deals with human activities on the 
islands. The greater portion is concerned with the biota and physiography of 
the Galapagos which were the origin of many of Darwin’s views on evolutionary 
theory. 

Dr. Bowman at present is serving on the executive council of the newly 
formed international “Galapagos Foundation” whose purpose is to build a 
research facility on the islands. Originally from Canada, Dr. Bowman received 
his B.A. from Queen’s University, Kingston, Ontario, and his Ph.D. from the 
University of California at Berkeley in vertebrate zoology (ornithology and 
anatomy).

DISTINGUISHED VISIroRs FROM Dy sTANT LANDS 


Durinc THE MONTH oF Ocroser, the Academy's various departments were 
hosts to many distinguished visitors from faraway places. 

Dr. Victor Marcus Coppleson of Sydney, Australia, author of the widely 
read book “Shark Attack,” conferred with W. I. Follett, Curator of the Depart- 
ment of Ichthyology, on the many recent and highly publicized shark attacks 
which occurred along certain sections of the Pacific Coast.

Dr. Ira L. Wicerns, who is heading the current expedition to Baja California, 
reported on October 20 that the party had reached Scammon’s Lagoon without 
mishap and that the collecting up to that date had been good.

The expedition is being financed through the Academy by the Belvedere 
Scientific Fund, which has also made a grant to the Academy for the purchase 
of books, papers and periodical material concerned with natural history in 
Baja California. 
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
